Basically, the problem seems to be 
in understanding just What part the 
Federal Revenue Sharing Funds will 
be used for. Evidently, some people 
thought that the revenue sharing 
funds would play a bigger part in the 
cost of the paving project and were 
surprised to find that they would be 
assessed so much for the paving 
As the Mayor explains it. the city is 
using the revenue sharing funds to 
pay for the alley entrances, street 
intersections and the engineering 
costs. This leaves the homeowners to 
pay for the paving expenses along 
their property, 
What 
really 
seems to he

problem is the high cost ot paving 
Paving, like everything else. has gone 
up considerably over the past five to 
ten years It comes as quite a shock to 
most people to realize that paving 
now costs around $10 a foot after the 
city pays its share. Most people can 
still remember when paving was 
about $5 a front foot.

A hearing on the city budget for the 
coming year will he held at the city 
hall Monday afternoon. In looking 
over the proposed budget, one can 
easilv see that the city, like everyone 
else is faced with the rising costs. 
Total expenses for the coming year 
are projected to be about $17,(KH) 
higher than they were this year. 
Because of several bookkeeping 
changes in the new budget it is almost 
impossible to compare this year’s 
budget against last year’s budget by 
departments. Where the city used to 
have just a parks department it has 
now been combined into a parks and 
maintenance department. Because of 
.his 
expenses for the department 
have jumped from $1,500 to $15,000 
But this puts all of the equipment 
repair, fuel and oil expenses for the 
city under one department rather 
than being scattered out 
in the 
various departments. 
The adm inistration departm en 
budget is up because some of the 
salary expenses have been trans­ 
ferred to this department that used 
to be listed under other departments. 
Total ex p en ses for the city for the 
past year were $314,591.51 and are 
projected for the coming year to be 
$332,220.01. Based on projected in­ 
come, the city will be operating in the 
red this coming year as it will spen 
about $12,(HK) more than it will take in. 
It is possible that next year s 
revenue sharing funds will help offset 
this deficit and will avert any tax 
increase for the next year or so.

’Project Safeguard’ Being Launched 


To Emphasize Safe Use of Chemicals 


A program to remind farmers 
of the need to use chemical 
pesticides safely is now un­ 
derway in Texas and 13 other 
Southern states. The program, 
known as "Project Safeguard,’’ 
is designed to emphasize the 
safe 
use 
of chemical 
in­ 
secticides being used as sub­ 
stitutes for DDT, and of other 
less persistant but generally 
more toxic 
insecticides, 
ac­ 
cording 
to 
Kirby 
Clayton 
County Extension Agent 
DDT is no longer registered 
by the state and Federal 
regulatory 
agencies 
for 
agricultural use in Texas. In­ 
secticides used as substitutes 
for DDT are less persistent but 
generally more toxic and may 
represent a greater hazard to 
persons 
handling, 
mixing, 
applying or otherwise exposed 
to the chemicals 
"Pro ject Safeguard" 
ac­ 
tivities in Jones County will 
include special emphasis on 
insecticide selection and safe 
use as a part of meetings and 
other educational activities 
relating to 
the 
use 
of 
in­ 
secticides. Additional activities 
will include the use of posters 
and 
special 
publications 
describing the safe use of in­ 
secticides. 
All 
pesticide 
users 
are 
reminded to exercise care to 
avoid accidental poisoning An 
important step is to minimize 
exposure to the chemicals. Here 
are some safe use tips 
1. Always observe recom­ 
mended protective measures 
specifically mentioned on the 
label. 
2. Cover up before exposure, 
not after. 
3. Use clean clothing daily 
and bathe (shower) at the first 
opportunity following pesticide 
use.
